an inveterate gambler with destiny. 
The crushing failures of the subma­

bloody offensives do not seem to have 
cured him. 
He has returned to the 
tables for another throw.

Instead of moving slowly backward 
and conserving his man power for the 
defense of German territory and the

her appeal for peace. 
It is a highly 
dangerous position for

army But the Hohenzollerns have be­

than 
graspers , after 
straws. 
The strong opposition of the Ger­ 
mans along the Hindenburg line dur­ 
ing the last three days contains 
no 
strategic value for themselves. 
The line is doomed if the war con­ 
tinues and only the central powers 
have any idea that it may not contin­ 
ue. When the retreat to Belgium is 
again resumed the Germans will dis­ 
cover the chief result of the Austro- 
Hungarian peace overture has been 
to beggar still more failing supply of 
German reserve*. The Vienna states­ 
men are now trying to intimate that 
lf only the Allies will enter upon a 
confidential discussion of terms they 
will be astonished at the liberality of 
the central powers. 
There is no hope of the Hapsburg- 
ers making any kind of an impression 
by this kind of argument. The Allies 
cannot be inveigled into a secret con­ 
ference by any such camouflage. The 
only peace terms that can make the 
world safe for democracy are not to 
he given to the world in a spirit of 
liberality by the Teutonic militarists. 
They are terms which must be forced 
on the militarists to demonstrate mil­ 
itarism’s defeat.

Many Financial Institutions 
Make Charge For Such 
Accounts 


W ith help getting scarce and paper 
entering into tile banking business as 
well as other commodities continually 
on the upward trend, many banks of 
the country are adopting the plan of 
making a charge of. 50 cents per 
month for handling accounts where de­ 
posits drop below the $100 m ark at 
any tim e during a month. 
Adoption of this plan has not been 
considered by Santa Ana bankers as 
a whole and there is little probability 
of It being adopted locally, unless con­ 
d itio n ^ become 
more serious 
than 
they are at the present time. 
Wage 
increases and 
other additional 
ex­ 
pense have piled on the banks with­ 
out the!# being able to increase their 
charges to patrons, interest being to* 
day the same rate it was prior to the 
conditions which sent the prices sky 
high on every commodity. 
Thb 
carrying 
of 
small 
acounts, 
which require attention of bank clerks 
and bookkeepers, are handled at a loss 
to the banker, according to the state­ 
ment of local bankers today. 
In ad­ 
dition to this, the man with a small 
bank account drops into I he bank for 
this or that and requires the atten­ 
tion of bank clerks that should be 
given to the man who has the larger 
business to take care of. 
In other words the banks keep books 
for the small depositor without receiv­ 
ing benefit in proportion to the serv­ 
ice rendered. 
"The Santa Ana bankers, as a whole, 
have not given the m atter of making 
a change for carrying small accounts 
any consideration, although some of 
them individually have given it serious 
consideration," stated a banker this 
morning. 
“The cost of supplying the 
custom er with blank checks and get­ 
ting help to take care of bis small 
acounts—doing his bookkeeping—has 
increased tremendously since the war, 
and many banks throughout the coun­ 
try have adopted the policy of making 
a charge for the service rendered 
where an account drops below $100. 
“In some of the larger cities it has 
been the custom to make the charge, 
with some banks limiting the mini­ 
mum balance to $300 and refusing to 
open an account for anything less than 
that sum.” 
in Ix)s Angeles, a committee from 
the clearirif house has recommended 
that a charge of 50 cents be made on 
unprofitable accounts and has desig­ 
nated as unprofitable an account that 
runs less thrfh $100. Cashiers of clear­ 
ing house banks now have the recom­ 
mendation of the committee before 
them and their report will go back to 
the committee next Mpnday. 
It is 
probable 
that 
the 
recommendation 
will be approved and the plan made 
effective on November 1. 
It is explained that because of the 
heavy toll taken from the banks by 
draft and **nlistment, and the volume 
of government business being handled, 
every 
possible 
labor-saving 
device 
must be employed, and the com m ittee 
has felt that in many instances ac­ 
counts could easily be 
m aintained 
above the minimum set, and in others 
the small charge will be cheerfully 
met in view of the great convenience 
afforded by a checking account.

There are twenty independent republics in Cen­ 
tral and South America. 
Thirteen of these have 
broken relations with Germany. 
Nine of these have 
actually entered the war. 
They are Brazil, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Honduras, Nicaragua and Panama. 
Uruguay and 
Peru are pretty dose to the edge of war. Paraguay’s 
moral stand ranges her with those who have broken 
relations, though she has not yet formally done so. 
Six republics are officially neutral. 
These are 
Argentina, Chile. Colombia, Mexico, Salvador and 
Venezuela. 
None of these, in their own opinion, 
have yet had actual official cause to declare war.

of money for financing armament, most of which 
would have to be supplied by the I nited States and 
its Allies.

This is gratifying. 
It is inevitable that the 
future will bring* North, Central and South America 
into closer aVid closer relations. 
Their interests are 
practically identical, and it is well to know that in 
this time when all the world is lining up into two 
separate camps, the republics to the south are choos­ 
ing, either in letter or spirit, to stand with the decent 
nations of the earth. 


Confectioners and wholesale grocers, through 
their respective national associations, have agreed to 
co-operate with the government in conserving tin, 
steel, labor and transportation.

BAIT FOR BELGIUM 


- Tt would he a fine tiling for the Central Powers, 
undoubtedly, if they could catch Belgium with the 
bait offered h$r in the Austrian peace proposal. 
Germany is pretty well reconciled by this time to 
the idea of getting out of Belgium. 
I lie most trucu­ 
lent militarist knows that German arms will not be 
able to hold it indefinitely, that the time is rapidly 
coming when its possession will he a source of mili­ 
tary weakness rather than strength. 
Hence this 
very clever Teutonic idea of letting Belgiudi go with 
a grand flourish of generosity, withdrawing tile Ger­ 
man armies and thereby enormously shortening and 
strengthening the German front, and—no less im­ 
portant—pledging Belgium to neutrality for the rest 
of file war. 
' Manifestly the Germans could stand far more 
strongly on their own frontier if, when they retreated 
that far, the Allies were not able to follow them 
through Belgium. A strictly neutral Belgium would 
make an excellent buffer. Then, if the Allies insisted 
on going th ro u g h against Belgian protests, Germany 
would allege that a> a complete justification of her 
own invasion of Belgium in the beginning. 
Belgium, of course, has more sense than to be 
caught by such a transparent trick, involving as it 
does the mere withdrawal of the Germans, without 
any compensation or reparation for all the H uns’ 
crime and havoc. 
She has more loyalty, too, to the 
Allies who are fighting her battle. That, however, is 
something the Teutons cannot understand.

“The insurance fund for this work, 
however, is to he created by forced 
contributions probably in the raito of 
40 per cent from the employe, 40 per 
cent from the employer, and 20 per 
cent from the tax payers. 
“All persons with their dependents 
who are not regularly

the insurance. 
Thus what are called 
the down-and-outs—those who above 
all others need 
help—are 
ignored.

Discrimination Leading Feature 
“Force and discrimination are the 
leading features of this compulsory 
health insurance. 
“The 
constitution 
of 
California 
stands squarely in the way 
of 
any 
such highly discriminatory and 
un- 
American proposition 
as 
this. 
The 
movement for compulsory social 
in­ 
surance plans to set aside the consti­ 
tution, so far as the operation of this 
insurance is concerned, by a sweeping 
amendment at the November election. 
“The amendment contains 
hardly 
more than IOO words, yet 
it confers 
blanket authority on the 
legislature 
and the Social Insurance Commission 
to Impose any sort of a system on the 
people, while at the same time it de­ 
stroys the right 
of 
initiative 
and 
thereby ties the hands of the people 
so that they cannot throw off thg op­ 
pressive system that has been fasten­ 
ed upon them.

fashion. 
The 
commission 
now supports two offices, one in San 
Francisco and one in Los Angeles, to 
serve as centers of influence 
from 
which to send forth speakers, issue 
articles to the press, and disseminate 
other propaganda, all at the expense 
of the people and all in a biased and 
prejudiced fashion. 
• “From my point of view, I believe 
all our attention should be centered 
on the war. 
Certainly

‘Auto-Row’ 
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Truck Corps Makes a Great 
Record; Thousands of Tons 
of Supplies Moved 


What the motor truck and automo­ 
biles can accomplish as a means of 
wholesale 
transportation 
is 
being 
demonstrated daily in France by the 
American Red Cross fleet of 634 ve­ 
hicles. These not only handle an aver­ 
age of 2,500 tons of freight monthly at 
fourteen ports, and move nearly a 
Paris stations and the Seine landings, 
but they also transport supplies, work­ 
ers, refugees and wounded in all sec­ 
tions of France, not omitting those 
parts under shell fire, 
lf a hospital 
suddenly wires that it needs emerg­ 
ency supplies, if a car or truck will 
get them there quicker than will a 
train, the load goes with a Red Cross 
driver. 
If a German drive threatens 
a village, Red Cross trucks are there 
to move the civilians and their belong­ 
ings to a point of safety or hasten 
fjhbm to refugee trains waiting 
at 
distant stations. The ambulances may 
assist with wounded soldiers on call 
from a bombing raid to help uncover 
and remove the wounded. Trucks, 
ambulances and cars all serve at times 
as passenger vehicles. In two months 
they answered 2,528 calls to move peo­ 
ple in Paris alone—many of them be­ 
ing refugees to be taken from one rail­ 
road depot to another. 
In a single 
week there were two or three city 
calls. 130 for journeys outside of Paris 
and 47 cars were sent for prolonged 
duty near the army lines. 
Pf the fleet 385 are trucks and ani- 
b^lances, 246 ordinary cars'and 22 
ipptorcyclea- 
To keep the fleet mov- 
the Red Cross maintains two 
large garages and an automobile park 
in Paris. 
Fifteen other garages meet 
the needs of the port and other trans­ 
portation services. Complete machine 
shops 
with 
skilled 
mechanics 
are 
maintained at the chief garage. 
Speed in handling goods at the ports 
s an essential and the Red Cross 
drivers are rather proud of moving 300 
tons from one landing in a single day. 
A single cargo of 38.MIO cases weigh­ 
ing 980 tons was handled with simi­ 
lar speed by the gasoline transporta­ 
tion corps. 
The goods platform at 
Paris may contain 15,000 cases at a 
time.

This campaign was started about 
three months ago, when 85,000 "Four 
ways you can help" cards were furn 
ished by the wholesale merchants' 
bureau to its members throughout the 
city.

Thousands 
of 
individual 
motor 
trucks engaged in intercity hauling are 
duplicating in time aud tonnage Hie 
work done by a corresponding number 
of freight ears. 
A railroad train of 
90 freight cars will haul no more mer­ 
chandise than a caravan of 90 motor 
trucks. 
These 
startling 
statements 
come from Raymond Beck, chief ertgi* 
iteer of the highway transport com­ 
mittee and chief of Hie ll. F. Goodrich 
Rubber Company's National Touring 
Bureau. 
"Few people realize the tremendous 
strides made in. highway transiwrta- 
tion during tho last year,” said Beck. 
"Our statistics show- that motor trucks 
are doing the same work, ton for ton, 
that freight cars are doing. An aver^ 
age freight ear travels but 20 miles a 
day, and a motor truck will travel IOO 
miles in that time. 
The average ca­ 
pacity of a freight car is 25 tons. 
Although a five-ton truck carries one-) 
fifth the load of the railroad car, it 
travels five times as fast, thus equal­ 
izing their performances.” 
Three big transportation problems 
are being solved by the highway trans-! 
port 
committee, 
according 
to 
Mr. i 
Beck. They are rural motor express 
service, return load bureaus in cities 
and the relief of railroad terminal con­ 
gestion in the big transportation cen- j 
ters. 
Assist Farmers 
The committee has made extensive 
plans to assist the farmer in hauling 
crops to market or to a central station, j 
b o the famers w ill remain on the I 
farm. The committee points out that< 
one man driving a five-ton truck can 
haul to market more than three men 
with wagons and cover three times 
the distance in a give* time. Use of 
the truck, therefore, would release 
eight men and 16 horses to continue 
work on the farm. 
Several thousand trucks are now on 
rural express duty, but to encourage 
additional operators to enter (th!8 un­ 
limited field return bureaus are be­ 
ing established in hundreds of com­ 
munities. 
By telephoning the bureau
